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THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION 
FOREWORD 


HE opening of the Seventh Annual Exhibition of Work 
iby Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen emphasizes anew 
the importance of this exhibition in the art life of Cleveland. 
As in the past, the Museum has invited a group of out-of- 
town artists to serve as jurors. These gentlemen, distinguished 
representatives of art in various fields, have given their services 
for the cause of better art, the Museum merely paying their 
expenses. Upon their unbiased judgment alone rested the decis- 
ion of acceptance or rejection. 

In holding the exhibition, the Museum believes it is doing a 
constructive thing. For a museum, if it fulfills its broadest duty, 
is more than a mere repository of art. It has a creative purpose 
as well. It must foster and encourage the productive efforts of 
its community. That the artists of Cleveland have realized this 
attitude is clearly shown by the quality and number of objects 
entered. Their codperation and sympathy with the purpose of 
the Museum make it probable that this year’s exhibition will 
exceed the remarkable records of the past six years. 

Cleveland product in the commercial world needs no adver- 
tisement. The city has now taken a further step and comes to a 
generous appreciation of the high level of her artistic produc- 
tions. Continued success in that field can only be achieved by 
such recognition plus the substantial encouragement which is 
afforded by sales. Last year the total sales came to $11,198, an 
amount considerably over that of the previous year and the 
largest sum ever realized in these exhibitions. The total number 
of objects sold was about twenty-four per cent of the objects 
accepted. Such a record, continued over a period of years, can- 
not fail to have a profound effect. It indicates that Cleveland is 
becoming a city where artists can live and find recognition. 

The results so far accomplished have been achieved through 
a variety of means. Donors have given sums of money in the 
past as purchase prizes for the acquisition of pictures to be 
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presented to the Public Schools of Cleveland. Nine pictures and 
sculptures were so purchased last year and twenty-seven items 
in all have been presented since 1922. Among the public-spirited 
donors are Mrs. Stevenson Burke, A. J. Farber, L. C. Hanna, 
Jr., Samuel Mather, William G. Mather, Frederic S. Porter, 
Mrs. F. F. Prentiss, Mrs. John L. Severance, Mrs. J. J. Tracy, 
J. H. Wade, and Mr. and Mrs. Hoyt L. Warner. These gifts 
have been placed in high schools throughout the city and have 
influenced the work of the art students and scholars generally. 

Clubs have also taken a marked interest. Three years ago, 
the Cleveland Sorosis initiated the movement by purchasing a 
canvas for its club building. Last year the Women’s City Club 
raised funds through a subscription list and secured a painting 
for its living room. In 1924, the first year of its existence, the 
Mid-Day Club not only purchased a picture for the club rooms 
but was presented, by one of its members, with another picture 
from the exhibition. These organizations are taking a creative 
part in the encouragement of local art and are at the same time 
permanently beautifying their buildings. 

The Museum has again been fortunate in having the able 
help of Mrs. S. Livingston Mather, Chairman of the General 
Committee, and a group of committee members appointed by 
The Cleveland Art Association. Their work in supporting and 
spreading the knowledge of the exhibition and the data con- 
cerning it has been invaluable. 

The Museum and the artists have given of their best. The 
answer to the question as to whether Cleveland art can be 
placed on a sound footing rests with the people of Cleveland. 
It is impossible to believe that very substantial appreciation 
will be lacking. W. M. M.

REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


The foregoing spontaneous statement of the jury isa tribute to 
creative effort. It is especially valuable because two of the jurors 
have served at previous times in Cleveland and are thus peculiar- 
ly fitted to note growth and development. Year by year the 
general level of excellence has been raisedand in this seventh year 
of the exhibition the step upward has been more marked through- 
out the various classes than in any of the previous exhibitions. 

The water color group is by far the largest in extent and by 
far the best in quality of any group ever accepted and hung in 
Cleveland. Without question water colorists of this city are 
achieving an enviable position in the country at large. In the 
past, Bostonians, by their patronage, made Boston the fore- 
most water color centre. It rests in the hands of Clevelanders 
whether this city will take a similar place in the future. First 
prize in this class was awarded to Carl W. Broemel for a group 
of five pictures, four painted in Bermuda in the past year and 
one painted in Kirtland, Ohio. His Bermudan subjects sparkle 
with the brilliance of tropical light, but it must be noted that 
Mr. Broemel can find the same beauty in local surroundings, 
too often neglected by the artist. Henry G. Keller’s fine Cor- 
morants and Gulls is surely one of the most effective produc- 
tions of this able painter, recording as it does his vision of the 
southern California coast. Third prize was given to Paul 
Shively for High Noon. This is Mr. Shively’s first prize in this 
medium and his work reveals a new claimant for future honors. 
So effective was the water color group as a whole that six 
honorable mentions were awarded to the following artists: 
Frank N. Wilcox, Bruce Moore, Carl F. Gaertner, Clifton 
Newell, Grace Kelly, and William J. Eastman. 

While the water color section is again the feature of the show, 
the other classes do not fall behind. Only the needlework fails to 
show improvement. However, oils, freehand drawing, sculp- 
ture, illustration, photography, etching, jewelry, silverware, 
and pottery make marked gains. Last year it was regretted that 
the entries in silverware, jewelry, and pottery did not represent 
Cleveland amply. This year the craftsmen in these classes have 
permitted the Museum to prove to the city that they do not 
fall behind the other art workers. 
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In the largest oil class, landscape, Frank N. Wilcox won first 
honors. His canvas, Hamlet on the Sheepscot, is filled with light 
and air and has a directness that is to be heartily commended. 
Grace V. Kelly has caught another mood in the second prize, 
The Farmer’s Wife. The air here has not the crystalline quality 
found in the Maine subject of Mr. Wilcox. Instead the artist 
has felt the peculiar mood of a northern Ohio August. Emery 
Gellert has also found his subject close at hand, his romantic 
West Side receiving the third award. An Honorable Mention 
was given to Ora Coltman’s Portygee Neighborhood, surely one 
of the most effective pictures in the whole exhibition, and one 
to be remarked for its striking patternings. 

The second largest class was miscellaneous oil painting. In 
this, Henry G. Keller’s three entries, The Road by the Sea, 
The Madonna of Ivory, and Three Periods of Art were un- 
questioningly given first. In breadth of treatment, mellowness 
of color, and romantic mood they achieve a distinction that puts 
them quite apart. There is an inevitability about them that is 
the high mark of achievement. The two still life subjects are 
especially interesting, showing as they do the modern tendency 
towards greater consideration of form and rhythmic structure. 
Second and third awards respectively to Clara L. Deike’s 
Crystal and Flowers and Mary Susan Collins’s Cinerarias can 
be understood at a glance. There is a distinctly individual lus- 
ciousness of quality in both canvases which marks the personal 
preoccupation of each artist. Whether it be light or form each 
has seen her subject as an organized whole. Two Honorable 
Mentions were given to William J. Edmondson’s Still Life and 
Thomas Clough’s Ruins of Athelstan. 

Two awards were given in the portrait class; first to a fine 
portrait of a woman by Walter H. Brough and second to the 
decorative Chinese girl of Sandor Vago. The first is more essen- 
tially a portrait and won its honors for that reason. It has as 
well a fine distinction in its restrained color and its character 
delineation. 

The Museum has always been interested in the paintings of 
local subjects. For this reason the class of industrial painting 
has been emphasized in the past. For the third year in suc- 
cession Carl F. Gaertner receives the first place, and his Snow 
and Steel gives effectively the sense of the drama and power of 
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industrial achievement. It was the only prize. In decorative 
painting also but one award was given, to Rolf Stoll’s Ecstasy. 

Illustration was headed by Corydon Bell’s Illustration for 
Advertisement, and the other two places fell to the lot of Walt 
Scott and Robb Beebe. The second prize, Scott’s The Tinder 
Box, is another of his delightfully whimsical fairy subjects. 

No one should assume that the paintings form the only sec- 
tion of the exhibition. They are merely numerically the most 
extensive part of the whole. Honorable Mention in jewelry went 
to Anna Wyers Hill and it is only to be regretted that the bril- 
liant group submitted by the Potter Studio should have been 
entered not in competition. It comprises perhaps the most 
effective group of jewelry ever accepted for a Cleveland show. 
The silverware is also far above the general level, first award 
going to Henning Naukler for a silver bowl. Again the Potter 
Studio’s work stands out, but, as in the jewelry class, it was not 
eligible for prizes. Anna Wyers Hill won the only prize in metal 
work other than silver for a fine incense burner in brass. 

Sculpture has also made advance after advance in the past 
few exhibitions. This year progress is again marked and first 
prize was given, for the second consecutive year, to Max 
Kalish for a group of four pieces—a marble torso of a woman, 
a dancing figure, and two labor subjects. Alfred Mewett’s head 
of Walter Graham Ph. D. won second and Walter Sinz’s effec- 
tively stylized head, the third place. An Honorable Mention 
was given to Coralee Maxwell’s Garden Fountain. 

Etching too has moved on and the group as a whole should be 
commended. The impetus to graphic arts through the efforts 
of The Print Club is no doubt in large part responsible for this 
advance. Orville H. Peets’s Low Tide, Oporto was given 
premier honors in etching, followed in order by Gerry Peirce’s 
River and City, and Rudolph Stanley-Brown’s The Thirties. 
This interest again shows its mark in the quality of the free- 
hand drawings submitted. Louise B. Maloney’s Head of Elena 
was unanimously given first award. It is surely one of the ablest 
performances of the entire exhibition, in the subtlety of its 
character analysis and its solid structural quality. Second prize 
was given to two sketches by Jean Grigor Ulen. 

Pottery has never been amply represented. This year is no 
exception to that rule but the quality of the pieces accepted 
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makes the group, small as it is, a distinguished one. First place 
was given to a pottery bowl and figure by R. Guy Cowan of 
the Cowan Potteries and second to a blue bowl by Alice Ayars. 

The photographers have never failed in their appreciation 
and interest and the group selected well upholds the quality of 
other years. Marie Riggins’s Ashfield Church was given the 
first award; second fell to The Cross Gilder by Edwin A. Vorpe; 
third to a landscape by John F. Stephan, and Honorable Men- 
tion to E. C. Hopwood’s Shore Duty. In the portrait class, 
Frank W. Smith took first place and The Crosbys and Ann 
Anthony Bacon, second and third respectively. 

The exhibition of printing is much more important than 
usual, first place being awarded to The Artcraft Printing Com- 
pany for the Catalogue of the Severance Collection of Arms and 
Armor. It is interesting to record here that this book has also 
been chosen by the American Institute of Graphic Arts as one 
of the best “Fifty Books of 1925” and is to be circulated by 
them. Horace Carr also shows a fine group of printing which 
was not entered in competition. 

The batik and block printing are small classes but the quality 
in each is excellent. Josephine Laney Beduhn won first in the 
former class and Stella Rausch and Helen E. Loomis second and 
third. In the block printing the three places went to Louise M. 
Zutt, Edith Richards, and Josephine Laney Beduhn. Linda 
D. Ponting received the only award in embroidery. 

As in the past, the galleries gain by the group of furniture ex- 
hibited. The first prize,a sofa by Schwegler & Company, and the 
decorated walnut chest which gained second honors for the Ror- 
imer Brooks Studios are shown with other pieces made by these 
firms and an interesting group entered by Joseph Incorvaia. 

A single prize was received by Clara Louise Bell for a minia- 
ture of Francine Serrano; and in architectural rendering 
B. Ashburton Tripp and Elbert Peets carried off the honors. 

In this brief resumé only a general outline of the exhibition 
can be attempted. Many fine things must be passed by without 
any mention. That is inevitable. However, let it be empha- 
sized once more that the exhibition has again gone forward. It 
has created a new standard and will, without question, spread 
far the knowledge of Cleveland’s artistic excellence.
